Ends Today 


Mexico Again Hit 
with Heavy Los* 
by New Hurricane 


By UNITED PRESS 
Eastern flood waters fell back 
and hurricane Katie whirled to 
her death In the Atlantic Ocean 
today. But a new storm spread 
floods, d e a t h , and disaster 
along Mexico’s West Coast. 
At least 40 persons were re­ 
ported killed and scattered re­ 
ports from the battered Mexi­ 
can coastline Indicated dozens 
of towns and villages were 
swept away. 
The Mexican storm roared out 
of the Pacltlc after 10 days of 
steady d o w n p o u r s . Rivers 
turned Into torrents and It wac 
reported that eight large towns, 
Including Manzanillo and Co­ 
lima, were under water. 


LACONIC MESSAGES from 
the town of Atenqulque indicat­ 
ed 40 persons had drowned 
when floods "burled the city.1 
The storm was a disastrous 
sequel to the series of hurri 
canes which battered Mexico’s 
eastern coast, causing hundreds 
of deaths. 
I t h i s country, seven north­ 
eastern states counted SO pur 
Bona dead, an estimated 500 
million dollars damage, and 
more than 25,000 persons home­ 
less in the wake of another 
flood attack. 
Skies cleared or were clear 
tng over the area today after 
five days of floods and rain. 
Meanwhile, Federal Civil De­ 
fense Administrator Val Peter 
son took personal charge of a 
rehabilitation program and said 
the government would spend 
$11,600,000 to clear debris, open 
roads and provide relief. 


NEARLY ALL STREAMS were 
back In their banks and many 
evacuees 
were

In Connecticut,' 
hardest hit of the states with 
22 dead and 4500 persons home 
less, Gov. Abraham Rlblcoff an­ 
nounced "the worst is over.” 
There was more good news in 
the Atlantic, where vicious hur­ 
ricane Katie was losing her 
strength and was a threat only 
to shipping. 
The hurricane, 11th of the 
year, had 110 - mile - an - hour 
winds when It hit the Domini­ 
can Republic yesterday. But It 
was battered half to death on 
the rocky Island and forecast­ 
ers said it would probably 
break up before hitting land 
again. 
Elsewhere, it was cloudy in 
this country over most of the 
Great Lakes and the middle 
Mississippi and Ohio River val 
leys. Rain or drizzle spattered 
highlands in Ohio and Penn 
sylvania and the Memphis, Ten 
nessee, area. 
Cool temperatures were the 
rule for most of the area east 
of the Continental Divide.

Lovers of keen competition, Americans of course al­ 
ways like to win, but the rule laid down by every re­ 
sponsible American coach from elem entary school to 
the university is based on the only advice, “It isn’t if 
we win or lose, it's how we play the game.” 


For this reason many ardent followers of the amateur 
sports events are disturbed over the well-known fact 
that Russia is recruiting and training w hat amounts to 
a professional team of athletes for the sole purpose of 
winning the 1956 Olympic Games in Australia — that 
their sole objective will be to "Come home with the 
medals!” That the Communist leaders should pervert 
th e Olympic ideal of friendly competition and good will 
into a new form of cold war propaganda, is distressing 
but not surprising. 
What is disturbing leaders in the 
am ateur sports in this country is the fear that this at- 
itude on the part of the Russians will cause many of 
our American am ateurs to lost sight of the true Olym­ 
pic purpose by placing victory above sportsmanship. 


In this connection it should be noted th a t California 
sportsmen are already looking forward to 1960 when 
the W inter Olympic Games will be held in Squaw Val­ 
ley. Even this far ahead preparations are being made 
and assurances given that the Olympic ideal will be 
sustained through clean competition, m utual respect, 
good will and international understanding.

In the interest of accuracy, I think it is time to warn 
reporters and Linotype operators th at the word "tril­ 
lion” has an ”r” in it. 
During recent years we have had a lot of trouble get­ 
ting millions and billions straightened out. One of the 
most common typo's is to write $281,000,000 when we 
actually mean $281,000,000,000. They look pretty much 
alike. 
And they sound pretty much alike, too — mil­ 
lion and billion. Just a m atter of an "m ” or a "b.” 
But now, as the National debt approaches new hori­ 
zons and our Congress is thinking "big” we should 
probably all get familiar with the word "trillion.”

paper styling. 
There is also an international problem. 
Here's how 
W ebster defines a trillion: “In French and American 
notation, a thousand billion, or in English and German 
notations, a million millions.” Imagine w hat would hap­ 
pen if we started talking trillions in our foreign aid de­ 
partm ents. Only safeguards would be another headline 
complication. It would probably be necessary to write 
"Trillion (Amer. A F r.)’’ or probably “Trillion (Ger. & 
Eng).”

Under the circumstances, it would seem the better 
part of wisdom for newspapermen to fight the trillion 
dollar trend. It’s too complicated. But — just in case 
— remembejp that trillion has an “r" in it — “R,” like 
the first letter in the word “Ruin.”
